2.  As  you  may  know  we  were  given  'Notice  to  Vacate1  on  29  June, 
with  ttox  two  months  notice  to  end  August.  A  further  month  was 
granteJ  to  end  of  September.   We  used  the  time  to  mount  a  protest 
using  every  avenue  available  to  us.   We  were  unable  to  have  the 
eviction  order  rescinded,  and  they  rejected  our  rent  cheque  for 
Octobe  r.

3.  We  let  our  inventory  of  literature  run  down  in  the  face  of  the 
uncertainty  of  our  present  tenancy.  But  we  have  decided  to  try  and 
continue  normal  operations,  so  we  need  the  TTSD's  urgently.  We  have 
only  a  couple  left# 

4.  One  move  we  hire  making  is  to  promote  the  formation  of  a  Technocracy 
Club  for  students.  The  first  of  a  series  of  3  organisation  meetings 
is  scheduled  for  27  Oct.   It  will  be  followed  by  2  more  at  about  2 
week  intervals.  We  dont  expect  much  response  from  the  student  body, 
but  ve  already  nave  the  10  signatures  required,  half  being  students. 
The  student  club  will  be  entirely  independent,  officially,  from  this 
Unit.  However  there  will  be  some  overlap  of  members.  The  problem 
with  student  alubo  is  their  transience.  mhey  have  to  be  re-formed  and 
re-registered  every  year.  However  there  are  cor.side:^:ble  advantages 
for  student  clubs,  in  free  nesting  s;.ac«,  free  advertising,  perhaps 
monetary  support  in  various  ways,  free  copying  3ervise£j,  etc.  etc.

Greetings  to  both: 

Edith  and  I  were  pleased  to  get' a  thoughtful,  personal,  hand-vritten 
letter  from  you  about  a  year  ago  (dated  25  Sep  81).  This  delay  in  answering 
it  is  inexcusable,  really,  but  I  pleade7  a  serious  over-load  of  activities 
and  obligations  in  too  many  directions.  I  am  now  engaged  in  •load-shedding* 
and  trying  to  catch  up  on  the  many  things?  I  have  been  neglecting. 

First,  you  a3k  how  ar  e  we?  Doing  fairly  well,  I  would  say.  Edith  is 
failing  slightly,  but  so  slowly  that  it  is  hard  to  notice  it,  of times.  We 
didn't  take  a  holiday  this  year,  but  we  did  visit  Winnipeg  in  April  to  see 
my  mother,  atyed  96  yrs.  We  were  beck  to  Winnipeg  in  mid-August  when  she 
died  at  97.  Beyond  that  we  have  stayed  close  to  home,  and  have  busied  our- 
selves with  some  improvements,  such  as  hsving  patio  doors  installed,  a  patio 
deck,  and  a,  ramp  suitable  for  a  wheel  chair.  And  we  had  the  house,  garage 
and  fence  painted.  And  so  on.  These  and  many  other  projects  have  been  put 
off  for  years. 

One  bnorous  obligation  that  I  struggled  with  was  an  appointment  as 
Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Alberta  Council  on  Aging,  begin- 
ning in  May  1981  and  just  ended  with  the  final  report  on  the  project  we 
were  assigned:  determining  the  interest  and  response  of  seniors  to  con- 
tinuing education  opportunities.  The  working  end  of  the  project  was  titled: 
Seniors  Educational  Advice  Center,  or  SEAC  for  short..  The  Provincial  Govt, 
funded  the  pilot  project  with  £2500,  leaving  the  rest  to  volunteer  support 
of  various  kindd.  My  involvement  was  inadvertent,  but.  once  committed,  I 
could  hardly  abandon  it.  It  cost  me  dearly  in  other  directions,  including 
support  to  the  local  Unit  of  Technocracy. 

You  may  know  that  I  resigned  from  my  appointment  as  Organizer  in  this 
area.  I  am  now  acting  as  Treasurer.  I  had  several  reasons  for  steppiig 
down.  I  am  in  my  70th  year,  for  one.  But  another  one  was  that  I  find 
I  am  in  dissent  from  some  recent  changes  in  direction  that  CHQ  is  taking, 
and  so  advised  them.  1  may  send  you  something  on  that,  for  I  am  preparing 
a  personal  statement  in  explanation. 

Thank  you  for  the  article  you  enclosed.  I  do  not  have  it  here  now 
(I  am  in  the  office  of  the  Unit),  but  it  was  basically  vitamin  treatment 
I  think.  Edith  is  on  vitamins,  but  not  mega-doses.  She  is  also  having 
some  'steroid'  pills,  etc.  She  is  under  the  direct  care  of  a  research 
doctor  in  the  MS  Clinic  here,  so  we  confine  ourselves  to  his  directions. 
We  were  very  hopeful  when  we  read  and  heard  about  'interferon'.  We  are 
still  wditing  for  research  results  on  that.  We  belong  to  the  local  Mf 
society  and  attend  some  of  their  functions.  All  are  hanging  on  in  hope. 
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Re-reading  your  letter  I  note  it  was  written  by  Cynthia,  who  reported 
she  was  'having  a  bout  with  a  breast  tumor'  which  'showed  potential  to 
malignancy,  however  was  not  yet  malignant'.  She  adds:   'boy,  was  that  good 
news  •  Indeed  I  We  hope  all  is  well  at  this  time. 

les  we  were  in  Seattle  last  summer  (1981),  over  the  July  4-th  holiday, 
at  the  invitation  of  ±km   Arvid  and  Pauline  Petersen.  I  also  had  a  visit 
with  W.E.Patterson.  I  seem  to  recollect  trying  to  contact  you  and  other 
Technocrats,  but  found  no  one  at  home  over  the  holiday.  If  by  any  chance 
we  find  ourselves  able  to  make  a  trip  out  that  way  again  we  will  indeed 
contact  you.  We  have  relatives  and  friends  in  Vancouver  and  Victoria 
and  a  couple  of  other  places  in  that  region,  so  wg  would  like  to  get  back. 

You  Mentioned  you  were  'getting  much  more  interest  in  our  magazine  by 
outside  people' .  Great.  It  would  be  hard  to  overstate  the  importance  of 
the  work  you  are  doing  in  publishing  the  Northwest  Technocrat  and  printing 
item3  of  literature,  etc.  TocVaooracy  i3  still  terribly  weak,  as  an  or- 
ganization and  as  a  voice  and  presence  on  the  public  scene.  With  the 
economy  in  a  tail-3pin,  especially  over  the  last  year,  it  seems  reasonable 
to  expect  a  great  resurgence  in  support  of  Technocracy,  But  it  is  sure 
slow  in  coming.  In  the  meantime  the  load  continues  to  be  carried  by  a 
few  old  workhorses.

1.  We  had  a  recent  visit  from  John  Waring  of  Washington,  D.C. 

We  learned  from  him  that  "two  back  issues  of  the  Northwest  Technorat 

in  the  1960*3 ...published  the  Chief's  long  chronology  of  that  pioneering 

work  in  detail",  referring  to  the  Technical  Alliance. 

2.  We  have  on  hand  a  few  copies  of  your  issue  of  July  1965:   "A  Document 
on  the  History  and  Purpose  of  Technocracy".  We  do  not  seem  to  have  the 
second  issue  of  which  John  Waring  speaks.
